il Missouri Seeks 
New Traffic Code 


‘Kansas City, Jan. 4.—An effort 
will be made to obtain the passage 
of a new motor traffic code in 
Missouri at the state Legislature 
session in Jefferson City -this 
month. Announcement of the plan 
was made by Cornelius Roach, 
former secretary of state and au- 
thor of the present traffic code. 

Mr. Roach, who now is president 
of a large bank here, is chairman 
of a sub-committee of the Missouri 
Association for Street and Highway 
Safety, named to draft the new 


lature. 

The new code, Mr. Roach said, 
is being drafted along the lines of 
national highway regulations. This 
is being done to make it possible 
for tourists to travel through the 
state in safety without violating 
traffic regulations. Many drastic 
changes in the present law will be 
recommended by the sub-commit- 


tee, but details are withheld pend- 
ing approval by the legislative 
committee.
